receiued his naked body with mo 
therlye familiaritie in her ſacred 
lap: & with moſt certaine expecta 
tion of his ReſurreRion, after ſhe 
had buried him returning home, 
all the Diſciples although not ha- 
uinge loſt the faith ofthat point 
which they had not as yet perfect 
ly recei- 


Of our Bleſſed Lady. 
receiued yet not ſufficiẽtly per- 
waded of hs ſame Reſurrection. 
19 she vas the firſt vnto whom 
he appeared after his glorious re- 
ſurre&ion. For although of ſuch 
apparition there be no mẽtion in 
the Goſpell: yet of this affection 
to his louing Mother we need not 
doubt, but that as the Church ſin- 
geth: Prima meretur gaudia, que 
plus ardebat ceteris: She deſerued 
the firſt ioy, which did loue more 
then the reſt; And the delay be- 
tweene his reſurrection and the 


apparition vnto Mary Magda- 
lene; is an argument that fir he 


appeared vnto his Mother. And 
he had ſo determined, that for the 
ſaluation of mankind, two ſuch 
notable perſonages liuing neceſ- 
ſarily together, as was him ſelfe 
and his glorious Mother his uy 
greatnes ſhould be ſhewed firſt:
